AIJ3ANY, N Y. (AP) — After more 
than 19 straight hours of negotiations 
and debate, the state legislature early 
today enacted an em ergency p lan im ­ 
p osing strict state controls on New 
York City ’s budget and adv ancing 
some $2 billion to keep the city from 
financial collap se. 
The bill was im m ediately signed into 
law by Gov . Hugh L. Carey . 
The legislation is sup p osed to end the 
latest in a series of fiscal crises the city 
has faced this y ear as it limp ed closer 
and closer to default on its m assiv e 
debt. 


The basic bill p assed the Dem ocrat- 
controlled Assembly 8 0 to 70 Monday 
ev ening ov er solid Rep ublican op ­ 
p osition, 
and 
p assed 
the 
GOP- 
controlled Senate early today 33 to 26. 
Ten Rep ublicans joined the minority 
D em ocrats in ap p rov ing it. 


And 
in 
W ashington, 
T re a sury 
Secretary - Wiliam E. Simon was to 
discuss with President Ford today 
renewed p leas from the state for 
federal assistance in the city fiscal 
crisis. Both hav e p rev iously rejected 
such aid. 
The m easure enacted today creates 
a new board controlled by state of­ 
ficials to imp ose what am ounts to a 
condition of receiv ership on the city ’s 
budget p rocess. And it p rov ides some 
$2.3 billion from v arious p ublic and 
p riv ate sources to keep the city solv ent 
through Nov ember. 
B ut 
w ithout 
renew ed 
inv esto r 
confidence or federal aid, the city 
could still default in D ecem ber. And 
op p onents of the bill warned that its 
heav y 
com m itm ent of 
state 
cash 
threatened to wreck the state treasury 
if default were to occur then. 
“ This bill is like try ing to keep an 
aircraft carrier from sinking by at­ 
taching it to a row boat,” comp lained 
R ep ublican A ssem bly m an C harles 
Cook of Schoharie. 
Sup p orters argued, howev er, that an 
im m e d ia te 
d e fa ult 
would 
hav e 
disastrous consequences that would 
p ose just as serious a th reat to the 
state, and that the p lan offered a 
chance to av ert default altogether. 
“ The p lan is fraught with dangers, 
and there are those who argue that we 
should turn our backs on the city ,” said 
Senate 
Rep ublican 
leader 
W arren 
Anderson. 
“ But default is just too horrendous to 
consider,” he added. “ May be all we’re 
doing is buy ing tim e. But that, I 
subm it, is doing som ething. It’s not my 
sty le to throw in the towel.”

Integration Violence Drops 


IX)UISV1LLE, Ky . (AP) - Hun­ 
dreds of city and county p olice backed 
by nearly 1,000 National Guardsm en 
rem ained p oised for further trouble 
today in Jefferson County , 
where 
p eace was restored Monday after four 
day s of antibusing v iolence. 
Jefferso n 
C ounty 
P olice 
Chief 
Russell McDaniel said he was “v ery , 
v ery p roud, v ery hap p y that we had a 
quiet day and night on Monday , the 
first day back to school” after the 
weekend of v iolence. 
But arm ed officers, acting under 
orders from U. S. D istrict Court Judge 
Jam es F. Gordon, were told to ride 
school buses again today as p art of 
step p ed up p recautions to safeguard 
children. 


School officials said 6 8 p er cent of the 
p up ils ex p ected to attend Jefferson 
County schools this fall hav e signed up 
for c la sse s. 
A ttend ance w as up 
Monday , but the school sy stem 's bus 
network faltered seriously . 


Ninety -fiv e out of 5 5 5 bus driv ers did 
not 
rep ort 
for 
work, 
and 
many 
monitors — unarm ed county emp loy es 
ordered to ride buses to m aintain order 
— also were absent. 
School officials could not ex p lain the 
unusually large num ber of absent bus 
driv ers, but authorities said some had 
been threatened if they tried to make 
their runs. 
The Jefferson County school sy stem , 
which had a p rojected enrollm ent of 
135 ,000 
p up ils, 
w as 
o rd ered 
desegregated in July . Gordon issued 
the desegregation p lan, which called 
for 22,600 p up ils to be bused, about half 
of them black. An estim ated 20 p er 
cent of the total num ber of p up ils 
ex p ected to enroll in the city -county 
sy stem are black. 
The fall term began last Thursday , 
and so did p rotests. Some arrests were 
m ade in confrontations with p olice in 
downtown Ix misv ille. But the county 
ex p loded into v iolence near sev eral 
high schools Friday night as unruly 
mobs of thousands of dem onstrators 
threw bricks, bottles and rocks at 
p olice 
o fficers. 
D em o nstratio ns 
continued throughout the weekend. 
Police estim ated that at least 5 00 
p ersons had been arrested and at least 
200 
injured, 
including 
nearly 
100 
p olicemen. 
On 
M onday , 
no 
a r re s ts 
w ere 
rep orted, and one p olice sp okesman 
near Southern High School — one of the 
m ajor trouble sp ots — rep orted the 
situation ap p eared to be back to 
norm al. He said only a few m otorists 
were resp onding to the antibusing 
slogan, “ Honk y our horn if y ou’re 
against busing.” 


40 p er cent of the school sy stem ’s 
7 5 ,000 p up ils were absent when classes 
began Monday . 
Howev er, the big 
y ellow school buses rolled through the 
city w ithout incid ent, no school 
children were hurt and there were no 
disrup tions in any of the schools. 
R esistance to the busing m andated 
by a federal court desegregation order 
continued in the city 's tightly knit 
white neighborhoods. 
P o lice on h o rseback 
and 
m o­ 
torcy cles skirm ished throughout the 
dav with charging bands of y oung 


whites in Charlestown, 
subject to 
busing this y ear for the first tim e, and 
antibusing m otorcades roam ed until 
after midnight in South Boston, center 
of resistance when busing began last 
y ear. 
Tom M erce, a sp okesm an for the 
National Park Serv ice, said of the fire 
at the Kennedy birthp lace: “ It looks 
like things were thrown into the kit­ 
chen from the backy ard ... Molotov 
Cocktails and that sort of thing.” 
A neighbor told rep orters he heard 
glass break and saw two m en run from 


the backy ard just before the fire 
erup ted. D am age was estim ated at 


$10,000. 
The “ Bus Teddy ” slogan scrawled in 
fresh black p aint on the sidewalk in 
front of the house, ap p arently was a 
reference to the la te p re sid e nt’s 
brother, Sen. Edw ard M. Kennedy , D- 
M ass., a consistent target of an- 
tibusing forces because of his p ublic 
sup p ort of the school desegregation 
p lan. 
The 5 8 .9 p er cent school attendance 
rate Monday was down from 65 p er 


cent on op ening day last y ear when 
desegregation began in some sections 
of the city and p rotesting white p arents 
organized a school boy cott. Normal 
first-day attendance is about 8 0 p er 
cent. 
Desp ite the difficulties, city , school 
and p olice dep artm ent officials said 
they were unex p ectedly surp rised by 
the orderliness that p rev ailed in most 
of the city . Aside from Charlestown 
and South Boston, the only p eop le near 
the schools Monday were m others 
bringing first graders to class.

BOSTON (A P) — Eighteen hundred 
city and state p olice take to the streets 
again today for the second day of 
city wide p ublic school desegregation. 
Officials said the first day went better 
than ex p ected, but an ev ening fire 
dam aged the birthp lace of President 
John F. Kennedy , where a 
“Bus 
Teddy ” sign had been p ainted on a 
sidewalk. 
There w ere 8 6 arrests and m ore than 
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day of the fall term desp ite the strike 
but adv ised handicap p ed p up ils and 
those riding school buses to stay home. 
Contract negotiations, held in the 
shadow of a fiscal crisis that could 
result in the city ’s going bankrup t, 
broke off Monday night. 


School board sp okesmen said the 
strike was illegal and a court order 
would he sought under a law that bans 
strikes by p ublic emp loy es.

Contract agreem ents hav e y et to be 
reached in 112 districts. Classes were 
held any way but some teachers hav e 
set dates for walkouts. 
Strikes began Monday in M ercer 
County at Rey nolds D istrict with 125 
teachers and 2,5 8 0 p up ils, and Sharon, 
235 teachers and 4,100 p up ils. 
W alkouts ended in two Schuy lkill 
County districts: Tam aqua Area with 
122 teachers and 3,200 p up ils; and 
Mahanoy Area with 90 teachers and 
1,5 00 students. Both strikes began Sep t. 
3. 


Mahanoy teachers will get $8 5 0 this 
y ear and an ex tra $1,000 nex t y ear, 
p lus a $300 stateordered increase each 
y ear. The teachers av eraged $10,05 9 
before the settlem ent. 


In other areas, there were these 
dev elop ments in teacher strikes: 
NORTHEAST: In addition to New 
York City , about 36 ,000 p up ils were 
affected by strikes in New York State. 
One-third of the state's school districts 
were op erating without contracts for 
teachers. 
Board of Education chief Peter Fort 
said Saratoga County teachers who 
joined a four-day strike last week 
would be p enalized two day s p ay for 
each day they were out and lose one 
y ear’s tenure under a state law ban­ 
ning p ublic emp loy e strikes.

Ni xon Not Trusted, 
Court Panel Tol d 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - The Justice 
D ep artm ent say s Congress had good 
reason to believ e that Richard M. 
Nix on’s official p ap ers m ight not be 
returned to the gov ernm ent intact if 
the form er p resident had ev en tem ­ 
p orary custody of them . 


That and other v eiled suggestions 
that Nix on would be an untrustw orthy 
guardian of the docum ents cam e in a 
100-p age court brief filed Monday as 
p art of the continuing legal fight ov er 
ownership of the p ap ers. 


A three-judge federal p anel is to 
hear oral argum ents Sep t. 22 in the 
case, which alm ost certainly will 
reach the Sup rem e Court ev entually . 
In defending the law that gav e the 
gov ernm ent custody and ownership of 
Nix on’s tap es and docum ents, the 
Justice D ep artm ent said: 
“ Congress had a rational basis for 
p erceiv ing th a t 
his 
p re sid e ntia l 
m aterials m ight not p ass intact into 
the custody of the United States if he 
were p erm itted to hav e custody of 
them , ev en tem p orarily .” 
It added that Congress thus had 
concluded “ Mr. Nix on would not he a 
trustw o rth y custo d ia n, ev en te m ­ 
p orarily .” 
To bolster this v iew, the gov ernm ent 
lawy ers cited the 18 l/2m inute gap in 
one of Nix on’s tap ed conv ersations, for 
which “ no satisfactory ex p lanation 
has 
e v e r 
been 
p ro v id e d ” ; 
the 
“ m aterial differences” between the 
W hite 
H ouse 
and 
co ng ressio nal 
transcrip ts of other tap es; and Nix on’s 
rep eated assertions of ignorance of the 
W atergate cov er-up until M arch 1973, 
although transcrip ts “ indicated to the 
contrary .” 
The brief also dism issed Nix on’s 
suggestion that he, 
his wife and 
daughters should be giv en the task of 


deciding which of the 42 million p ages 
of docum ents should he m ade p ublic. 
“ The suggestion is, to p ut it kindly , 
unrealistic,” it said. 
A comp anion brief filed Monday by 
law y ers for a group of historians and 
journalists cited m any of the sam e 
argum ents as the Justice D ep artm ent 
p resentation. 
The lawy ers for colum nist Jack 
Anderson and others also said it was 
long established law th at the gov ern­ 
m ent owns any 
record or works 
created by its em p loy es in the course 
of official duties. 
To Nix on’s contention that he needed 
th e 
docum ents 
to 
com p lete 
his 
m e m o irs, the law y ers said th a t 
nowhere does the Constitution say 
“th a t a form er p resident should be 
entitled to own history in tnis m an­ 
ne r.” 
Meanwhile, other docum ents showed 
th at Nix on ordered th at p olitical in­ 
fo rm a tio n 
g a th e re d 
through 
a 
“ national security ” w iretap be sent to 
his top p olitical adv iser. 
N ix on o rd ered th e info rm atio n 
turned ov er to his chief of staff and top 
p olitical aide, H. R. Haldem an, after 
the FBI rep orted that the tap showed 
only p olitical discussions. 
The inform ation was from a tap on 
the home telep hone of form er White 
House staffer Morton Halp erm . Nix on 
ordered the “ national security ” tap 
co ntinued ev en th o ugh the 
FB I 
rep orted that 
H alp erin 
no 
longer 
worked for the gov ernm ent, according 
to the docum ents m ade p ublic Monday 
as p art of a suit by Halp erin.

Ford Winning Energy Battle

A v ictory for Ford in the v eto he was 
to announce today would m ean higher 
fuel p rices for A m ericans and, the 
White House contends, a decreasing 
reliance on the Middle E astern oil- 
p roducing countries. 
But the congressional D em ocrats 
who hav e op p osed the Ford p rop osals 
for eight m onths insist the President’s 
p lan would bring m ore inflation and 
h ind er 
the fight 
a g a inst 
unem ­ 
p loy ment. 
The im m ediate issue is a bill to 
ex tend oil-p rice co ntro ls for six 
m onths. 
Dem ocrats last week ex ­ 
p ressed confidence th at they would be 
able to ov erride the v eto, thereby 
giv ing the law m akers until March 1 to 
dev elop an alternativ e for chord’s 
energy p rogram . 
But after a 
Senate 
Dem ocratic 


caucus on Monday , the confidence 
v anished. 
“ It’s going to be tough,” said Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash. “The 
White House is working day and night 
with all sorts of p rom ises to the Re­ 
p ublicans who p rev iously were fairly 
secure in their decision to ov erride.” 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., who 
usually does the nose-counting for the 
D em ocratic leadership , said the task 
of ov erriding looks difficult. 
Cranston said Sens. Russell B. Lx >ng 
and J. Bennett Johnston of Louisiana, 
Gale McGee of Wy oming and Mike 
G rav el of Alaska, all of whom rep re­ 
sent energ y -p ro d ucing sta te s , are 
ex p ected to sup p ort Ford. 
Six senators are undecided, but nine 
or 10 Rep ublicans m ight v ote against 
the P resident’s v eto, Cranston said. 
If all 100 senators are p resent when 
the ov erride attem p t is m ade Wed­ 
nesday , it would take 67 v otes to block 
Ford. If the D em ocrats hav e only four 
defections from their 61 m em bers, 


they 
would 
need the 
help 
of 
10 
Rep ublicans to ov erride. 
There is little doubt the House would 
ov erride if Ford loses the battle in the 
Senate. 


Sen. Edm und S. Muskie, D-Maine, 
told rep orters it is quite clear that 
Am ericans do not w ant the economic 
consequences of F ord’s p rice-based 
energy p rogram . 


“ He’s p lay ing hardball ... and we 
hav e a duty in Congress to p lay hard­ 
ball with him and do our dam nedest to 
ov erride the v eto,” Muskie said. If the 
ov erride attem p t fails, he added, “the 
consequences are going to fall on him ” 
(Ford). 
Congress has been locked in a battle 
with Ford since January when the 
P re sid e nt 
called 
for 
im m ed iate 
rem ov al of oil p rice controls. Ford a r­ 
gues that the controls hav e encuraged 
energy w aste and denied the oil in­ 
dustry the cap ital needed to dev elop 
m ore energy .

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A judge 
who 
overturned 
six 
partisan 
Democratic bills because they were 
not signed by former Lt. Gov. John W. 
Brown, conferred an “unchecked” 
veto power of the office of lieutenant 
governor, an assistant attorney 
general contends. 
The so-called Six Day War case was 
heard here Monday in the 10th District 
Court of Appeals where Democratic 
legislative leaders are seeking to re­ 
verse a June 6 ruling which invalidated 
the legislation. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Peter Kinder, 
representing the Democrats, said the 
Ohio Constitution did not mandate the 
lieutenant governor’s signature, but 
required it only as a “symbolic” ges­ 
ture. “It is not substantive,” he said. 
Common Pleas Judge Frederick T. 
Williams had ruled in June that 
Brown’s signature, as presiding officer 
of the Senate, was a “mandatory 
requirement.” 
According to Kinder, that opinion 
was in error because it “effectively 
conferred a veto power on the 
lieutenant governor.” 
When Brown failed to sign the bills 
last Jan. 11, majority Democrats 
forwarded them to former Gov. John 
J. Gilligan. He signed the measures, 
including a controversial congres­ 
sional redistricting plan, which 
Democrats expected Gov, James A. 
Rhodes would veto when he took office 
Jan. 13. 
Kinder conceded that Brown had 
never been physically given the 
original bills to sign. 
“Nobody handed him the bills and 
gave him the chance to sign them, did 
they?” 
asked 
Judge 
John 
W. 
McCormac, a member of the three- 


judge panel hearing the appeal. 
"No one did, your honor,” agreed 
Kinder. But he later added: “Those 
bills would have been handed to him 
the moment he said he was ready to 
sign them.” 
In a three-day trial last April, 
Democratic leaders said they were 
fearful of giving the bills to Brown 
without a commitment for their return 
in a reasonable time. 
William Brownfield, representing 
Senate Minority leader Michael J. 
Maloney, R-7, Cincinnati and Rhodes' 
attorney, William Schmidt, argued 
that constitutional law clearly stated 
the requirement for the lieutenant 
governor’s signature to be 
on 
legislation. 
“ We 
don’t contend 
that 
the 
lieutenant governor has any veto 
power whatsoever, in any way shape 
or form,” Schmidt told the court. 
The constitution reads: “Every bill 
which has passed both houses of the 
General /Vssembly shall be signed by 
the presiding office of each house to 
certify that the procedural require­ 
ments for passage have been met...” 
Maloney filed the original suit 
halting enactment of the legislation. 
In addition to the congressional 
remap, the Democrats wanted to: 
switch two state divisions to the 
jurisdiction 
of 
Democratic 
of­ 
ficeholders; ease voter registration; 
restrict the election board appointive 
power of the secretary of state, and 
grant unemployment benefits to 
workers idled by an off-premises 
strike. The latter provision sub­ 
sequently became law in a separate 
biU.

Most Mi ners Back On The Job 


Students at Circleville High School 
who are planning to go on to school 
after graduation will have five op­ 
portunities to take the test section of 
the ACT Assessment Program during 
the 1975-76 school year. 
The first of five national test dates on 
which the ACT assessment tests will be 
offered is Oct. 18. Students planning to 
take the exam on that date must have 
registered by Sept. 22. 
Announced also was the complete 
schedule of 1975-76 national test dates 
for the ACT Assessment Program. The 
dates (with registration periods in 
parenthesis) are: 
Oct. 18, (Aug. 18— Sept. 22); Dec. 13, 
(Oct. 20 -Nov. 17); Feb. 14,1976 (Dec. 
15 - Jan. 19); April 10,1976 (Feb. 16 - 
March 15); June 12, 1976 (April 12 - 
May 17). 


On those national test dates it takes 
students about three hours to complete 
the four standardized exams that 
make up the test section. Another 
important 
section 
of 
the 
ACT 
Assessment Program is a two-part 
questionaire that is completed by 
students at home as part of the 
registration process. 
Information reports resulting from 
the test and questionaire sections are 
sent to the students and their high 
school counselors, as well as to 
colleges designated by the students. 


Information reported from the test 
section (math, English, social studies, 
and natural sciences) provides an 
indication of the respective student’s 
general educational development. The 
questionaire section (student profile 
and interest inventory ) provides in­ 
formation about students’ academic 
and nonacademic accomplishments, 
anticipated needs, and interests. 


It is recommended that students use 
the ACT Assessment Program late in 
their junior year or early senior year 
of high school in order that the 
resulting information can be of 
maximum value and assistance in the 
students’ educational planning. The 
basic student fee for the program is 
$7.50.

Most striking coal miners returned to 
the pits Monday, but two went to jail, 
as United Mine 
Workers leaders 
moved to head off future wildcat 
strikes. 
In some cases, miners muscled 
pickets out of the way, as they broke a 
half-century tradition of honoring any 
picket line. 
Coal industry spokesmen said only 
some 7,500 of West Virginia’s 50,000 
miners were off the job Monday. At it’s 
peak, the month-long strike had about 
80,000 miners idled in the Appalachian 
coalfields. There are some 125,000 coal 
miners in the country. 
In Charleston, two leaders of the 
wildcat movement that wanted the 
right to strike individual mines over 
grievances put into the UMW contract, 
l^wis “Skip" Delano and Bruce Miller 
of Boone County, were jailed for 179 
days and fined $500 for contempt of a 
federal court back-to-work order. 
Two Charleston Gazette reporters 
were jailed for a few hours for con­ 
tempt, then released on $1,000 bond, 
after refusing to testify at the trial. 
One notable exception to the back-to- 
work movement was Consolidation 
Coal Co. Union spokesmen said 
workers at all five Consolidation mines 
in northern West Virginia voted to 
continue the walkout. 
A progressive fine levied against the 
United Mine Workers union by U.S. 
District Court Judge K.K. Hall 
reached $1.2 million, but he said the 
$100,000 daily increases would be 
stopped when the majority of miners 
were back at work. 
In Washington, the UMW executive 
board adopted, 22-2, a 10-point 
program calling for specific action on

Director Gifford E. Reich said 
under a 1961 attorney general’s 
opinion, the local votes are considered 
special elections and thus are not 
subject to the state law against liquor 
sales on election day.

FINDLAY, Ohio (AP) - Findlay’s 
51 firemen voted early Monday to 
return to work, ending a strike that 
began late Saturday after they 
rejected the city’s contract offer. 
Findlay Safety-Service Director 
Maxene Radabaugh said notices have 
gone to the 20 firemen who were on 
duty and joined the walkout when it be­ 
gan Saturday that they have been fired 
under terms of the state's Ferguson 
Act. 
She said she would not sign payment 
vouchers for the 20 dismissed men 
unless they follow reinstatement 
procedures of the Ferguson Act.

NEW YORK (AP) — Does that 8 .4 
per cent unemployment rate depict the 
real state of affairs in the job m arket 
today or is it another of those statistics 
that seem to float, unanchored to 
reality? 
Criticism of labor statistics isn’t 
uncommon. Academics, labor leaders, 
businessmen 
and 
others 
maintain 
there are defects of definition, concept 
and technique that result in an in­ 
accurate picture. 
A bit surprising is the position taken 
by Julius Shiskin, commissioner of the 
Bureau of Labor S ta tistic s. The 
debate, he says, is healthy. By in­ 
ference he suggests the criticism s 
might possibly have some validity. 
Conceding there a re “ widespread 
points of view " on the accuracy of 
government jobless surveys, Shiskin 
said in an interview that he has recom ­ 
mended that a blue ribbon committee 
be appointed to review concepts. 
If Labor Secretary’ John Dunlop 
agrees, Shiskin said he hopes the 
committee will be formed before the 
year is out. Existing concepts are the 
product of a sim ilar com m ittee’s work 
13 years ago. 
The call for a re-examination comes 
at a critica l time. The government 
relies on at least two surveys for its 
figures, a survey of households and one 
of employers. During the summer the 
two surveys varied on the number of 
jobless. 
Shiskin minimizes the diffe re nce s in 
the two sets of figures, both of which he 
said are used in the final compila tions. 
“Quite often there is a divergence,” he 
said. “ It’s a natural kind of thing. We 
were not alarm ed.” 
The differences, he said, are usua lly 
short-lived. In fact, the August joble ss 
figures showed the divergence wa s cut 
sharply. But, the critics a sk, why 
should differences exist at all if the 
concepts are correct?

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio ’s 
6 17 scho o l districts begin receiv ing 
state subsidies pro po rtio nate to their 
lo cal tax effo rt in December when the 
new "equal y ield” fo rmula takes ef­ 
fect. 


The state aid package is backed by a 
reco rd $2.2 billio n budget fo r primary 
and seco ndary educatio n, representing 
a $4 55 millio n increase o v er spending 
during the past two y ears. 


Iro nically , mo st districts are no w 
receiv ing less state mo ney than they 
did in the 197 4 -7 5 scho o l y ear. 


Mast sectio ns o f the scho o l bill were 
signed by Go v . J ames A. Rho des o n 
Aug. 29, but it will no t technically 
beco me law fo r 90 day s meaning 
equalized basic aid canno t start until 
the December subsidy . 
The fo rmula is designed to reward a 
high real estate tax effo rt while 
equalizing the v alue o f a mill to o ffset 
the o bv io us disparities in pro perty 
v aluatio ns amo ng districts—the so - 
called accident o f geo graphy . 
Because o f the waiting time fo r 
enactm ent, 
the 
Department 
o f 
Educatio n has been pro v iding state 
do llars since J uly thro ugh the o ld, 
much-maligned Scho o l Fo undatio n 
Fo rmula. 
Ho wev er, almo st all o f the mo ney 
guarantees, added to last y ear’s basic 
aid fo rmula pay ments, ex pired with 
the end o f the past scho o l y ear and 
were 
no t 
renewed 
by 
the 
state 
legislature. 
Adv o cates o f equalizatio n regarded 
the guarantees as ev idence o f the 
failure o f the o ld patched up sy stem. 


No mo re than o ne o r two districts re­ 
ceiv ed state mo ney purely thro ugh the 
deductible millage fo rmula, which 
allo cated a flat rate o f state mo ney , 
o ffering little incentiv e fo r lo cal tax ef­ 
fo rt. 
In additio n, a supplemental $6 6 per 
pupil in o ne-time-o nly bo nus funding 
ran o ut. 
The scho o ls will receiv e back 
pay ments to reimburse basic aid 
lo sses in December when the new 
fo rmula is plugged in by the educatio n 
department. 
The bill co ntained a retro activ e 
clause requiring that districts receiv e 
what they are entitled to under equal 


y ield fo r the first fiv e underpaid 
mo nths—J uly thro ugh September. The 
$6 0 per po pil supplement will no t be 
made up o r reinstated. 
Equalizatio n will guarantee eno ugh 
state funding to pro v ide $4 8 per pupil 
per mill fo r the first 20 mills o f 
pro perty tax lev ied lo cally , and 
ano ther $4 2 fo r each additio nal mill be­ 
tween 20 and 30. 
The state guarantee applies o nly to 
tax es lev ied fo r scho o l o peratio n, 
usually abo ut 7 0 per cent o f a district’s 
to tal real estate tax effo rt. 
Districts must lev y at least 20 mills 
fo r scho o l o peratio n to qualify fo r the 
pro gram.

Sihano uk has said that he will be the 
Cambo dian g o v ernment’s spo kesman 
abro ad, and he is to make his debut in 
this ro le at the sessio n o f the United 
Natio ns General Assembly o pening in 
New Yo rk later this mo nth. 
It seems unlikely that the prince will 
co nsent to play the ro le o f fig urehead.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
state's revenue for the first two 
months of the fiscal year has run “ very 
close to estimates” made by the 
legislature and the Rhodes ad­ 
ministration, budget experts said 
Monday. 
The 
General 
Revenue 
Fund 
produced $471,249 in July and August, 
the legislative Budget Office re­ 
ported. 
Democratic legislative leaders were 
$20.000 too high with their projection of 
$491,300 which was incorporated in the 
state’s new two-year budget. The 
Office of Budget and Management had 
projected $486.700. 
During prolonged debate over the 
budget earlier this year, Republican 
legislators 
had 
insisted 
that 
Democratic estimates were too op­ 
timistic. And Gov. James A. Rhodes 
ordered a 2 per cent cutback in state 
departments to compensate for what 
he called a budget deficit. 
The legislative Budget Office said 
state revenues had been held down 
primarily by federal welfare receipts, 
which fell $17 million, or 20 per cent 
below estimates. 
Otherwise, the legislature’s experts 
said, “ actual revenue is about $2 
million greater than the executive 
estimates and $2 million less than the 
legislative estimates — halfway 
between the two.” 
Meanwhile, Gov. James A. Rhodes 
sent a $5 million supplemental ap­ 
propriations bill to the General 
Assembly in an effort to stave off 
further layoffs in the departments of 
natural resources and taxation. 
The legislature originally included 
the same amount in the budget bill, but 
Rhodes vetoed it because the money 
would have been funneled through the 
State Controlling Board.

the Rhodes administration July 8, was 
ignored by Democratic leaders. 
The bill would allocate $3 million to 
natural resources where 167 employes 
have been let go, and $2 million to the 
tax division which has laid off 109 
workers.

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — After more 
than 19 straight hours of negotiations 
and debate, the state legislature early 
today enacted an emergency plan im­ 
posing strict state controls on New 
York City’s budget and advancing 
some $2 billion to keep the city from 
fin^.cidi collapse. 
The bill was immediately signed into 
law by Gov. Hugh L. Carey. 
The legislation is supposed to end the 
latest in a series of fiscal crises the city 
has faced this year as it limped closer 
and closer to default on its massive 
debt. 


The basic bill passed the Democrat- 
controlled Assembly 80 to 70 Monday 
evening over solid Republican op­ 
position, and 
passed 
the 
GOP- 
controlled Senate early today 33 to 26. 
Ten Republicans joined the minority 
Democrats in approving it. 
And 
in 
W ashington, 
T reasury 
Secretary Wiliam E. Simon was to 
discuss with President Ford today 
renewed pleas from the state for 
federal assistance in the city fiscal 
crisis. Both have previously rejected 
such aid. 
The measure enacted today creates 
a new board controlled by state of­ 
ficials to impose what amounts to a 
condition of receivership on the city’s 
budget process. And it provides some 
$2.3 billion from various public and 
private sources to keep the city solvent 
through November. 
But without 
renew ed 
investor 
confidence or federal aid, the city 
could still default in December. And 
opponents of the bill warned that its 
heavy commitment of state cash 
threatened to wreck the state treasury 
if default were to occur then. 
“This bill is like trying to keep an 
aircraft carrier from sinking by at­ 
taching it to a rowboat,” complained 
Republican A ssem blym an C harles 
Cook of Schoharie. 
Supporters argued, however, that an 
im m ediate 
default 
would

disastrous consequences that would 
pose just as serious a threat to the 
state, and that the plan offered a 
chance to avert default altogether. 
“The plan is fraught with dangers, 
and there are those who argue that we

“But default is just too horrendous to 
consider,” he added. “ Maybe all we’re 
doing is buying time.

Integration Violence Drops 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - Hun­ 
dreds of city and county police backed 
by nearly 1,000 National Guardsmen 
remained poised for further trouble 
today in Jefferson County, where 
peace was restored Monday after four 
days of antibusing violence. 
Jefferson County Police 
Chief 
Russell McDaniel said he was “very, 
very proud, very happy that we had a 
quiet day and night on Monday, the 
first day back to school” after the 
weekend of violence. 
But armed officers, acting under 
orders from U. S. District Court Judge 
Jam es F. Gordon, were told to ride 
school buses again today as part of 
stepped up precautions to safeguard 
children. 


School officials said 68 per cent of the 
pupils expected to attend Jefferson 
County schools this fall have signed up 
for classes. A ttendance was up 
Monday, but the school system ’s bus 
network faltered seriously. 


Ninety-five out of 555 bus drivers did 
not 
report for 
work, 
and 
many 
monitors — unarmed county employes 
ordered to ride buses to maintain order 
— also were absent. 
School officials could not explain the 
unusually large number of absent bus 
drivers, but authorities said some had 
been threatened if they tried to make 
their runs. 
The Jefferson County school system, 
which had a projected enrollment of 
135,000 
pupils, 
was 
ordered 
desegregated in July. Gordon issued 
the desegregation plan, which called 
for 22,600 pupils to be bused, about half 
of them black. An estimated 20 per 
cent of the total number of pupils 
expected to enroll in the city-county 
system are black. 
The fall term began last Thursday, 
and so did protests. Some arrests were 
made in confrontations with police in 
downtown Louisville. But the county 
exploded into violence near several 
high schools Friday night as unruly 
mobs of thousands of demonstrators 
threw bricks, bottles and rocks at 
police 
officers. 
D em onstrations 
continued throughout the weekend. 
Police estimated that at least 500 
persons had been arrested and at least 
200 injured, 
including 
nearly 
IOO 
policemen. 
On 
M onday, no 
a rre sts were 
reported, and one police spokesman 
near Southern High School — one of the 
m ajor trouble spots — reported the 
situation appeared to be back to 
normal. He said only a few motorists 
were responding to the antibusing 
slogan, “Honk your horn if you’re 
against busing.” 


40 per cent of the school system’s 
75,000 pupils were absent when classes 
began Monday. 
However, the big 
yellow school buses rolled through the 
city without incident, no school 
children were hurt and there were no 
disruptions in any of the schools. 
Resistance to the busing mandated 
by a federal court desegregation order 
continued in the city’s tightly knit 
white neighborhoods. 
Police on horseback and mo­ 
torcycles skirmished throughout the 
dav with charging bands of young 


whites in Charlestown, subject to 
busing this year for the first time, and 
antibusing motorcades roamed until 
after midnight in South Boston, center 
of resistance when busing began last 
year. 
Tom Merce, a spokesman for the 
National Park Service, said of the fire 
at the Kennedy birthplace. “It looks 
like things were thrown into the kit­ 
chen from the backyard ... Molotov 
Cocktails and that sort of thing.” 
A neighbor told reporters he heard 
glass break and saw two men run from 


the backyard just before the fire 
erupted. Damage was estimated at 
$10,000. 
The “Bus Teddy" slogan scrawled in 
fresh black paint on the sidewalk in 
front of the house, apparently was a 
reference to the late president’s 
brother, Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., a consistent target of an­ 
tibusing forces because of his public 
support of the school desegregation 
plan. 
The 58.9 per cent school attendance 
rate Monday was down from 65 per 


cent on opening day last year when 
desegregation began in some sections 
of the city and protesting white parents 
organized a school boycott. Normal 
first-day attendance is about 80 per 
cent. 
Despite the difficulties, city, school 
and police department officials said 
they were unexpectedly surprised by 
the orderliness that prevailed in most 
of the city. Aside from (Charlestown 
and South Boston, the only people near 
the schools Monday were mothers 
bringing first graders to class.

Nixon Not Trusted, 
Court Panel Told 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Justice 
Department says Congress had good 
reason to believe that Richard M. 
Nixon’s official papers might not be 
returned to the government intact if 
the former president had even tem ­ 
porary custody of them. 


That and other veiled suggestions 
that Nixon would be an untrustworthy 
guardian of the documents came in a 
100-page court brief filed Monday as 
part of the continuing legal fight over 
ownership of the papers. 


A three-judge federal panel is to 
hear oral arguments Sept. 22 in the 
case, which almost certainly will 
reach the Supreme Court eventually. 
In defending the law that gave the 
government custody and ownership of 
Nixon’s tapes and documents, the 
Justice Department said: 
“Congress had a rational basis for 
perceiving th at his presidential 
m aterials might not pass intact into 
the custody of the United States if he 
were permitted to have custody of 
them, even tem porarily.” 
It added that Congress thus had 
concluded “Mr. Nixon would not be a 
trustw orthy custodian, even tem ­ 
porarily.” 
To bolster this view, the government 
lawyers cited the 18V2minute gap in 
one of Nixon’s taped conversations, for

Ford Winning Energy Battle 


WASHINGTON

- 
Key 
Democrats are all but conceding 
defeat to President Ford in their battle 
over the price of petroleum. 
A victory for Ford in the veto he was 
to announce today would mean higher 
fuel prices for Americans and, the 
White House contends, a decreasing 
reliance on the Middle Eastern oil- 
producing countries. 
But the congressional Democrats 
who have opposed the Ford proposals 
for eight months insist the President’s 
plan would bring more inflation and 
hinder the fight against unem ­ 
ployment. 
The immediate issue is a bill to 
extend oil-price controls for six 
months. Democrats last week ex­ 
pressed confidence that they would be 
able to override the veto, thereby 
giving the lawmakers until March I to 
develop an alternative for Ford’s 
energy program. 
But after a Senate Democratic 


caucus on Monday, the confidence 
vanished. 
“It’s going to be tough,” said Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash. “The 
White House is working day and night 
with all sorts of promises to the Re­ 
publicans who previously were fairly 
secure in their decision to override.” 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., who 
usually does the nose-counting for the 
Democratic leadership, said the task 
of overriding looks difficult. 
Cranston said Sens. Russell B. Ixrng 
and J. Bennett Johnston of Louisiana, 
Gale McGee of Wyoming and Mike 
Gravel of Alaska, all of whom repre­ 
sent energy-producing states, are 
expected to support Ford. 
Six senators are undecided, but nine 
or IO Republicans might vote against 
the President’s veto, Cranston said. 
If all IOO senators are present when 
the override attem pt is made Wed­ 
nesday, it would take 67 votes to block 
Ford. If the Democrats have only four 
defections from their 61 members, 


they would need the help of 
IO 
Republicans to override. 
There is little doubt the House would 
override if Ford loses the battle in the 
Senate. 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine, 
told reporters it is quite clear that 
Americans do not want the economic 
consequences of Ford’s price-based 
energy program. 
“He’s playing hardball ... and we 
have a duty in Congress to play hard­ 
ball with him and do our damnedest to 
override the veto,” Muskie said. If the 
override attem pt fails, he added, “the 
consequences are going to fall on him" 
(Ford). 
Congress has been locked in a battle 
with Ford since January when the 
P resident called for im m ediate 
removal of oil price controls. Ford a r­ 
gues that the controls have encuraged 
energy waste and denied the oil in­ 
dustry the capital needed to develop 
more energy.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A judge 
who 
overturned 
six 
partisan 
Democratic bills because they were 
not signed by former LL Gov. John W. 
Brown, conferred an “unchecked" 
veto power of the office of lieutenant 
governor, an assistant attorney 
general contends. 
The so-called Six Day War case was 
heard here Monday in the 10th District 
Court of Appeals where Democratic 
legislative leaders are seeking to re­ 
verse a June 6 ruling which invalidated 
the legislation. 
Asst. 
Atty. Gen. Peter Kinder, 
representing the Democrats, said the 
Ohio Constitution did not mandate the 
lieutenant governor’s signature, but 
required it only as a “am bolic” ges­ 
ture. “It is not substantive,’’ he said. 
Common Pleas Judge Frederick T. 
Williams had ruled in June that 
Brown's signature, as presiding officer 
of the Senate, was a “mandatory 
requirement.” 
According to Kinder, that opinion 
was in error because it “effectively 
conferred a 
veto power on the 
lieutenant governor.” 
When Brown failed to sign the bills 
last Jan. ll, majority Democrats 
forwarded them to former Gov. John 
J. Gilligan. He signed the measures, 
including a controversial congres­ 
sional redistricting plan, which 
Democrats expected Gov. James A. 
Rhodes would veto when he took office 
Jan. 13. 
Kinder conceded that Brown had 
never been physically given the 
original bills to sign. 
“Nobody handed him the bills and 
gave him the chance to sign them, did 
they?” 
asked 
Judge 
John 
W. 
McCormac, a member of the three- 


judge panel hearing the appeal. 
“No one did, your honor,” agreed 
Kinder. But he later added: “Those 
bills would have been handed to him 
the moment he said he was ready to 
sign them.” 
In a three-day trial last April, 
Democratic leaders said they were 
fearful of giving the bills to Brown 
without a commitment for their return 
in a reasonable time. 
William Brownfield, representing 
Senate Minority Leader Michael J. 
Maloney, R-7, Cincinnati and Rhodes’ 
attorney, William Schmidt, argued 
that constitutional law clearly stated 
the requirement for the lieutenant 
governor’s signature to be 
on 
legislation. 
“ We 
don’t 
contend 
that 
the 
lieutenant governor has any veto 
power whatsoever, in any way shape 
or form,” Schmidt told the court. 
The constitution reads: “Every bill 
which has passed both houses of the 
General Assembly shall be signed by 
the presiding office of each house to 
certify that the procedural require­ 
ments for passage have been met...” 
Maloney filed the original suit 
halting enactment of the legislation. 
In addition to the congressional 
remap, the Democrats wanted to: 
switch two state divisions to the 
jurisdiction 
of 
Democratic 
of­ 
ficeholders; ease voter registration; 
restrict the election board appointive 
power of the secretary of state, and 
grant unemployment benefits to 
workers idled by an off-premises 
strike. The latter provision sub­ 
sequently became law in a separate 
bill.

Students at Circleville High School 
who are planning to go on to school 
after graduation will have five op­ 
portunities to take the test section of 
the ACT Assessment Program during 
the 1975-76 school year. 
The first of five national test dates on 
which the ACT assessment tests will be 
offered is Oct. 18. Students planning to 
take the exam on that date must have 
registered by Sept. 22. 
Announced also was the complete 
schedule of 1975-76 national test dates 
for the ACT Assessment Program. The 
dates (with registration periods in 
parenthesis) are: 
Oct. 18, (Aug. 18 —Sept. 22); Dec. 13, 
(Oct.20-Nov. 17); Feb. 14,1976 (Dec. 
15-Jan. 19); April IO, 1976 (Feb. 16 — 
March 15); June 12, 1976 (April 12 — 
May 17). 


On those national test dates it takes 
students about three hours to complete 
the four standardized exams that 
make up the test section. Another 
important 
section 
of the 
ACT 
Assessment Program is a two-part 
questionaire that is completed by 
students at home as part of the 
registration process. 


Information reports resulting from 
the test and questionaire sections are 
sent to the students and their high 
school counselors, as well as to 
colleges designated by the students. 


Information reported from the test 
section (math, English, social studies, 
and natural sciences) provides an 
indication of the respective student’s 
general educational development. The 
questionaire section (student profile 
and interest inventory ) provides in­ 
formation about students’ academic 
and nonacademic accomplishments, 
anticipated needs, and interests. 


It is recommended that students use 
the ACT Assessment Program late in 
their junior year or early senior year 
of high school in order that the 
resulting information can be of 
maximum value and assistance in the 
students’ educational planning. The 
basic student fee for the program is 
$7.50.

CHARI ESTON, W. Va. (AP) - 
Most striking coal miners returned to 
the pits Monday, but two went to jail, 
as United Mine Workers leaders 
moved to head off future wildcat 
strikes. 
In some cases, miners muscled 
pickets out of the way, as they broke a 
half-century tradition of honoring any 
picket line. 
Coal industry spokesmen said only 
some 7,500 of West Virginia’s 50,000 
miners were off the job Monday. At it’s 
peak, the month-long strike had about 
80,000 miners idled in the Appalachian 
coalfields. There are some 125,000 coal 
miners in the country. 
In Charleston, two leaders of the 
wildcat movement that wanted the 
right to strike individual mines over 
grievances put into the UMW contract, 
I^wis “ Skip” Delano and Bruce Miller 
of Boone County, were jailed for 179 
days and fined $500 for contempt of a 
federal court back-to-work order. 
Two Charleston Gazette reporters 
were jailed for a few hours for con­ 
tempt, then released on $1,000 bond, 
after refusing to testify at the trial. 
One notable exception to the back-to- 
work movement was Consolidation 
Coal Co. Union spokesmen said 
workers at all five Consolidation mines 
in northern West Virginia voted to 
continue the walkout. 
A progressive fine levied against the 
United Mine Workers union by U.S. 
District Court Judge K.K. Hall 
reached $1.2 million, but he said the 
$100,000 daily increases would be 
stopped when the majority of miners 
were back at work. 
In Washington, the UMW executive 
board adopted, 22-2, a 10-point 
program calling for specific action on

NEW YORK (AP) — Does that 8.4 
per cent unemployment rate depict the 
real state of affairs in the job market 
today or is it another of those statistics 
that seem to float, unanchored to 
reality? 
Criticism of labor statistics isn’t 
uncommon. Academics, labor leaders, 
businessmen and others maintain 
there are defects of definition, concept 
and technique that result in an in­ 
accurate picture. 
A bit surprising is the position taken 
by Julius Shiskin, commissioner of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. The 
debate, he says, is healthy. By in­ 
ference he suggests the criticisms 
might possibly have some validity. 
Conceding there are “widespread 
points of view’’ on the accuracy of 
government jobless surveys, Shiskin 
said in an interview that he has recom­ 
mended that a blue ribbon committee 
be appointed to review concepts. 
If Labor Secretary John Dunlop 
agrees, Shiskin said he hopes the 
committee will be formed before the 
year is out. Existing concepts are the 
product of a similar committee’s work 
13 years ago. 
The call for a re-examination comes 
at a critical time. The government 
relies on at least two surveys for its 
figures, a survey of households and one 
of employers. During the summer the 
two surveys varied on the number of 
jobless. 
Shiskin minimizes the differences in 
the two sets of figures, both of which he 
said are used in the final compilations. 
“Quite often there is a divergence,” he 
said. “It’s a natural kind of thing. We 
were not alarmed.” 
The differences, he said, are usually 
short-lived. In fact, the August jobless 
figures showed the divergence was cut 
sharply. But, the critics ask, why 
should differences exist at all if the 
concepts are correct? 
Asked if the household survey might 
have found fewer jobless individuals

than would be the case because 
unemployed workers were away on 
vacations, Shisken answered that the 
possibility was taken into consider­ 
ation. 
But one critic, Albert Sindlinger of 
Sindlinger & Co., which compiles its 
own jobless figures from surveys of 
1,125 households a week, currently has 
one million fewer employed and one 
million more unemployed than the 
government. 
Sindlinger is critical of government 
techniques. “When they find nobody 
home they go next door until they do. 
And the reason that family is home is 
because the breadwinner has a job and 
can’t be away on vacation.” 
This, he said, distorts the employed 
figures upward, the unemployed 
downward. 
The very definition of unem­ 
ployment, it seems, is itself the cause 
of further confusion. Shiskin points to 
one: a student who cannot find a 
summer job is considered jobless in 
the same sense as a head of household.

Chemical 
Plant Blast 


POINT PLEASANT, W. Va. (AP) - 
Some 1,500 people were evacuated 
from their Ohio river homes Monday 
night after a chemical plant explosion, 
Mason County sheriff’s deputies said. 


People were allowed to begin 
returning to their homes about 2 a.m., 
more than three hours after the ex­ 
plosion and first evacuation. 


There were no reports of injuries, 
although hospitals in Ohio and West 
Virginia were put on alert. There was 
no estimate of damage available im­ 
mediately. 


Deputies said the blast at the 
specialty chemicals division of the 
Stauffer Chemical Co., located about 
five 
miles 
downriver, 
released 
phosphorous and chlorine gas. 


“There’s a big white cloud floating 
over the plant,” one witness said. 
Several fire departments were put 
on standby alert, but a fire that 
followed the explosion was put out by 
plant firefighters, fire officials said. 


Highways on both sides of the Ohio 
were blocked by state police. Almost 20 
miles of U.W. 2, from Point Pleasant 
south, was closed at one time. 
Deputies said evacuations took place 
in an area up to five miles south of the 
plant. The chemicals stayed well up in 
the air, and drifted south as they 
dissipated, they added.

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One of the most chronic complaints 
brought to the attention of doctors is 
insomnia. Some patients insist that 
they don’t get more than an hour or 
two of sleep each night. 
Others claim that they pace the floor 
all night until they are exhausted, and 
then sleep restlessly for a few minutes. 
Doctors have heard every variation 
of this story. Insomnia is the product of 
our 
anxiety-ridden, 
turbulent 
civilization. 
Many people become impatient 
when they cannot fall asleep im­ 
mediately. Their irritability and an­ 
noyance only make restful sleep im­ 
possible. 
This may be based on the fact that 
persons assume that it is imperative to 
get the same number of hours of sleep 
ever> night. Any variation from this, 
even half an hour, seems to impose a 
burden that lasts throughout their 
waking day. 
The body has a sleep thermostat 
which fulfills its sleep requirements if 
it is not undetermined by tension. It is 
such anxiety that immediately drives 
the restless to seek drugs to induce 
sleep quickly. 
Unfortunately, there is a tendency to 
depend on and overuse these drugs. 
The result is a slow, progressive 


by l e t t e r I Coleman, M D 
dependence. Then a firm cycle seems 
to 
be 
established. 
Insomnia, 
restlessness, drugs, then greater 
dependence on drugs which leads to 
larger and larger doses. 
There are many more effective ways 
of controlling insomnia than by im­ 
mediately resorting to one of the many 
drugs created to induce sleep. 
It is a great art to be able to divorce 
one’s self from the emotional problems 
of the working day, at home or at 
business. 
Many people, unable to separate 
themselves from the problems that 
bombard them all day long, allow 
these problems to intrude on their 
resting hours. Anticipation of the next 
day’s problems also cheat these people 
of a good night’s sleep. 
It must be recognized, too, that a 
heavy evening meal, overindulgence 
in tobacco and alcohol, extrem e 
fatigue and intense emotional activity 
are not conducive to restful sleep. 
The occasional use of barbiturates or 
variations of the sleeping pill, used 
under the direction of a doctor, is, of 
course, helpful. When, however, there 
is unlimited dependence on these 
drugs, physiological support and 
guidance may be necessary to break 
the cycle of dependence. 
Nonfat Dry Milk 
Buildup Worrisome

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WASHINGTON (AP) — A massive 
buildup of nonfat dry milk is the latest 
development in what an Agriculture 
Department expert described today as 
“a chronic world dairy surplus.” 
The surpluses come at a time when 
American dairy farmers are still 
reeling from more than two years of 
financial stress caused in part by high 
grain prices and other production ex­ 
penses. 
Lloyd J. Fleck of the department’s 
Foreign 
Agricultural 
Service said 
stocks of nonfat dry milk are “heading 
toward an all-time peak of over one 
million metric tons” in 1975, at least 
double the stockpile in most recent 
years. “ In turn, the export outlook for 
nonfat (dry milk) is steadily dimming, 
since the United States — a large-scale 
importer for a short period — now has 
surpluses of its own to add to those of 
Western Europe, Oceania (mainly 
New Zealand) and Canada,” Fleck 
Grape Stomp 
Brings Fight 


HESSTON, Ind. (AP) - The State 
Board of Health has won a moral battle 
over about 150 gallons of foot-stomped 
grape juice, but the board may now be 
in for a legal war. 
The grape juice was thrown out 
Saturday at a wine celebration in 
Hesston in northern Indiana after the 
board maintained its position that the 
footstomping technique was un­ 
healthy. Carl Banholzer, organizer of 
the stomping festival and a winery 
owner, said samples of the juice would 
be turned over to the board for 
laboratory tests. 
He said the tests would prove the 
purity of the product. That’s just in 
case Banholzer wants to resort to legal 
recourse to recover what he said were 
about $1,200 in losses from dumping 
the grape juice. Banholzer said he 
hopes to convince the board, through 
legal means if necessary, that they 
should allow consumption of the foot- 
stomped product by the time the 
second annual stomp rolls around. 
The board had originally announced 
it would not even permit staging of the 
first annual Indiana Wine Country 
Grape Stomp. But it later backed off 
that position, saying they would 
merely put the grape juice under 
quarantine. Banholzer had the feet of 
the 40 grape stompers washed with 
soap and water to mid-thigh levels and 
put into chlorine water before they 
came into contact with the grapes. He 
said grapes used in a Portuguese wine 
sold in Indiana are foot stomped. 


said. 
The report was in a weekly issue of 
“Foreign Agriculture” published by 
the agency. Fleck said the “focal 
point” of the dried milk surplus 
problem is in Western Europe, 
primarily in the Common Market (Eu­ 
ropean Community) countries where 
milk production has climbed steadily 
the past decade. 
In Europe, he said, milk output has 
gone up 13 per cent since 1964. At the 
same time, Fleck said, consumption of 
fluid milk has declined, meaning that 
more has been used to make nonfat dry 
milk cheese and butter — products 
which can be stored. 
“ This lacklustre milk m arket, 
combined with protective price sup­ 
port programs and assured govern­ 
ment buying of excess dairy products, 
has led to snowballing output of dairy 
products — but at high prices that tend 
to discourage consumption even in 
term s of overbearing surpluses,’’ 
Fleck said. 
In 
North 
America, 
meaning 
primarily the United States, milk 
production has declined more than 5 
per cent since 1964. Even so, there has 
been a recent upturn in production so 
that now North America has about 
150,000 tons of nonfat dry milk which 
could be exported if there were 
markets, compared with 67,000 ex­ 
ported last year.

Cincy M otorcyclist

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — A 19- 
year-old Cincinnati motorcylist was 
killed and a passenger critically in­ 
jured Monday night after slamming 
into a utility pole in suburban River­ 
side. 
Police identified the victim as Gary 
L. Firth of Riverside. 
Virginia Ann Ritenour, 16, was 
hospitalized with severe head wounds. 


With only a few weeks left before ice 
closes in Prudhoe Bay for the winter, 
only ten of the 47 barges trying to get 
through the bay have made it, Sohio 
reported Monday night. 
As a result, the oil company said 
Monday night, production schedules 
projected for 1977 are in doubt and the 
proposed common stock offering of 
two million shares announced Aug. 8 is 
being deferred. 
British Petroleum was to get 
1,080,000 shares of that issue under 
terms of the 1969 agreement which 
gave British Petroleum a financial 
interest in Sohio. The rest of the issue 
was to be offered publicly. 
Sohio said Monday the issue was 
being deferred “pending clarification 
of problems relating to shipments of 
equipment to the North Slope of 
Alaska.” 
The company said 29 barges 
carrying material and equipment still 
are in open water southwest of Point 
Barrow waiting for favorable winds 
which would move the ice away from 
shore and permit passage to Prudhoe 
Bay. 
Eight other barges, including two 
carrying equipment for the Trans 
Alaska Pipeline System, are returning 
to southern Alaska, where cargo will 
be offloaded and shipped by alternate 
means. 
Sohio said if the 29 barges still trying 
for Prudhoe Bay don’t make it before 
the shipping season ends early in Octo­ 
ber, production plans for 1977 from the 
Prudhoe Bay fields may be affected. 
Despite the shipping problems, 
initial production of 600,000 barrels 
per day “ should be reached on 
schedule in mid-1977,” provided 
shipment is completed next summer, 
Sohio said. 
However, the company said there 
could be a delay in reaching the ex­ 
panded production level of 1.2 million 
barrels per day, now scheduled for late 
1977. 
“Studies are underway to determine 
whether there will be any such delay,” 
the company said. 
Sohio said ten barges that got 
through with materials and equipment 
for development of the Prudhoe Bay 
field are being unloaded.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
617 school districts begin receiving 
state subsidies proportionate to their 
local tax effort in December when the 
new “ equal yield” formula takes ef­ 
fect. 


The state aid package is backed by a 
record $2.2 billion budget for primary 
and secondary education, representing 
a $455 million increase over spending 
during the past two years. 
Ironically, most districts are now 
receiving less state money than they 
did in the 1974-75 school year. 


Most sections of the school bill were 
signed by Gov. James A. Rhodes on 
Aug. 29, but it will not technically 
become law for 90 days meaning 
equalized basic aid cannot start until 
the December subsidy. 
The formula is designed to reward a 
high real estate tax effort while 
equalizing the value of a mill to offset 
the obvious disparities in property 
valuations among districts—the so­ 
called accident of geography. 
Because of the waiting time for 
enactment, 
the 
Department 
of 
Education has been providing state 
dollars since July through the old, 
much-maligned School Foundation 
Formula. 
However, almost all of the money 
guarantees, added to last year’s basic 
aid formula payments, expired with 
the end of the past school year and 
were not renewed 
by the state 
legislature. 
Advocates of equalization regarded 
the guarantees as evidence of the 
failure of the old patched up system.

No more than one or two districts re­ 
ceived state money purely through the 
deductible millage formula, which 
allocated a flat rate of state money, 
offering little incentive for local tax ef­ 
fort. 
In addition, a supplemental $60 per 
pupil in one-time-only bonus funding 
ran out. 
The schools will receive back 
payments to reimburse basic aid 
losses in December when the new 
formula is plugged in by the education 
department. 
The bill contained a retroactive 
clause requiring that districts receive 
what they are entitled to under equal 


yield for the first five underpaid 
months July through September. The 
$60 per pupil supplement will not be 
made up or reinstated. 
Equalization will guarantee enough 
state funding to provide $48 per pupil 
per mill for the first 20 mills of 
property tax levied locally, and 
another $42 for each additional mill be­ 
tween 20 and 30.

TOKYO (AP) — Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk, Cambodia’s mercurial and 
durable chief of state, ended five years 
of Chinese exile today to assume a new 
and still undefined role in his Com­ 
munist-dominated country. 
Hsinhua, the official Chinese news 
agency, said the 52-year-old former 
king left Peking by plane for his 
“glorious return’’ to Phnom Penh 
amid the cheers of tens of thousands. 
Sihanouk was accompanied by his 
wife, Princess Monique; the prime 
minister of his govemment-in-exile, 
Penn Nouth, and his wife, and Deputy 
Prime Minister Khieu Samphan, one of 
the leaders of the Communist regime 
in Cambodia whom Sihanouk once 
sentenced to death.

The new 
regime turned to the United States, the 
American and South Vietnamese 
armies crossed the border for a 
fruitless attempt to root out Com­ 
munist bases along the frontier, and 
Cambodia 
was 
plunged 
into 
devastating 
war 
between 
the 
American-backed government in 
Phnom Penh and nationalist guerrilla 
forces led by the Communist Khmer 
Rouge. 
The war ended last April in victory 
for the Communists, and for five 
months Sihanouk waited in Peking and 
in Pyongyang for the call to return. 
The Chinese apparently helped to 
arrange it in hopes of making their 
influence felt in Phnom Penh through 
Sihanouk. They sweetened the deal 
with a grant of economic aid. 
Sihanouk has said that he will be the 
Cambodian government’s spokesman 
abroad, and he is to make his debut in 
this role at the session of the United 
Nations General Assembly opening in 
New York later this month. 
It seems unlikely that the prince will 
consent to play the role of figurehead. 
For years he had immense popular 
prestige and was regarded as a 
demigod by his largely illiterate 
peasant countrymen. But it is 
questionable how much of the royal 
magic remains after five years of 
absence and civil war and five months 
of severe Communist rule.

Love!” atop such punchlines 
as “up yer nose with a garden 
hose.” 
ABC then whipped out a 
videtape casette of Kaplan’s 
second show, which was 
funny in spots and will be 
mused about here next 
Tuesday. 
CBS’ “Joe and Sons” stars 
Richard 
Castellano, 
a 
“Godfather” alumnus, as a 
middle-aged 
Italian-Amer­ 
ican trying to get some laughs 
out of life with his two sons, 
played by Barry Miller and 
Jimmy Baio. 
The Big Crisis in tonight’s 
opener concerns the fact that 
Mark, his oldest son, has 
skipped Mass for four Sun­ 
days. He also is uncertain 
whether God exists. 
(The skipped-Mass theme 
may become a trend this sea­ 
son. It’s also featured on the 
opening show of CBS’ “Doc” 


Saturday sitcom.) 
“Joe and Sons” starts off at 
a snail’s pace, with a dull seg­ 
ment on how Pop discovers 
Mark has missed Mass. The

State Revenues 
Near Estimates 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
state’s revenue for the first two 
months of the fiscal year has run “very 
close to estimates” made by the 
legislature and the Rhodes ad­ 
ministration, budget experts said 
Monday. 
The 
General 
Revenue 
Fund 
produced $471,249 in July and August, 
the Ixegislative Budget Office re­ 
ported. 
Democratic legislative leaders were 
$20,000 too high with their projection of 
$491,300 which was incorporated in the 
state’s new two-year budget. The 
Office of Budget and Management had 
projected $486,700. 
During prolonged debate over the 
budget earlier this year, Republican 
legislators 
had 
insisted 
that 
Democratic estimates were too op­ 
timistic. And Gov. James A. Rhodes 
ordered a 2 per cent cutback in state 
departments to compensate for what 
he called a budget deficit. 
The Ixegislative Budget Office said 
state revenues had been held down 
primarily by federal welfare receipts, 
which fell $17 million, or 20 per cent 
below estimates. 
Otherwise, the legislature’s experts 
said, “ actual revenue is about $2 
million greater than the executive 
estimates and $2 million less than the 
legislative estimates — halfway 
between the two.” 
Meanwhile, Gov. James A. Rhodes 
sent a $5 million supplemental ap­ 
propriations bill to the General 
Assembly in an effort to stave off 
further layoffs in the departments of 
natural resources and taxation. 
The legislature originally included 
the same amount in the budget bill, but 
Rhodes vetoed it because the money 
would have been funneled through the 
State Controlling Board. 
A supplemental bill, introduced for

the Rhodes administration July 8, was 
ignored by Democratic leaders. 
The bill would allocate $3 million to 
natural resources where 167 employes 
have been let go, and $2 million to the 
tax division which has laid off 109 
workers. Sen. Walter L. White, R-12 
Lima, will sponsor the measure.
